We believ e that the 
‘sho ck treatment’ o f pro mpt actio n is needed to 
halt the insane spiral o f m o unting co sts and 
rising prices and to resto re a so und base fo r the 
ho peful perio d o f po st-war pro ductio n we are 
no w entering. 
“ Let me rev iew briefly the co nsideratio ns 
which hav e led us to take this impo rtant step. 
“ The Fo rd M o to r Co mpany is in the mass 
pro ductio n business.

W q are clo sing o ur bo o ks o n that phase o f o ur 
pro ductio n histo ry. We hav e decided that no w is 
thetim efo rusto make an inv estment in%be future. 


“ Because they must build up depleted cash re­ 
serv es o r because they are still lo sing m o ney, 
manv businesses may no t be able to fo llo w' suit. 
But we ho pe that o ur suppliers, o ur em plo yes, 
and o ur o ther eco no mic partners w ill back, 
each to his o wn ability, o ur attempt to return to 
the eco no mic pattern which has helped to make 
America great—the principle that higher w ages 
and a higher standard o f liv ing fo r all depend 
upo n lo w er co sts and lo w'er prices thro ugh in­ 
creasingly efficient large-scale pro ductio n. 


“ We ho pe, as we m o v e fo rward, that w e w ill 
be able to reduce prices further, and that we w ill 
no t be fo rced to raise them again to co m pensate 
fo r co st increases.“
